There are other advantages in 
shopping and mailing early. The 
retail stores are shorthanded and 
cannot give the most efficient ser­ 
vice if shopping is delayed until 
late. Also there will be a wider 
selection of goods from which to 
m ake a choice. 
The W ar 
D epartm ent advises 
th a t C hristm as greeting cards to 
service m en overseas m ust be sent 
as first class and th a t it is a d ­ 
visable th a t they be m ailed now 
o insure delivery by C hristm as. 
Also because of the advantage of 
first class m ail it is advisable to 
mail 
C hristm as 
greeting 
cards 
w ithin the United States as first 
class mail.
